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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
559533. 

In EP 559533, see examples 1-3, corresponding to R3 as t-butly or isopropyl. The 
sole difference is that these species have the t-butyl dimethyl silyl group, whereas the 
claims call for the trimethyl silyl or triethyl silyl. However, page 3, line 18 says that any tri- 
lower alkylsilyl group can be used, and the TMS and TES groups are entirely conventional. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 
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Claims 1, 6, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "strong base" is vague. Where is the line between bases which are of weak 
strength and those of moderate or strong strength? The specification provides no guidance. 
Terms of degree, are indefinite when the specification contains no "explicit guidelines" to 
distinguish from things which are not so, Ex parte Oetiker, 23 USPQ2d 1651, 1655 (1990) 
and Ex parte Oetiker, 23 USPQ2d 1641, and Seattle Box Co. v. Industrial Crating & 
Packaging, Inc. 221 USPQ 568, 574. This is not a term which has a fixed meaning. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The term "general" is not correct; a formula cannot be both general and specific. Deletion of 
the word is suggested. 

Specification 

The abstract is objected to as failing to set forth what the "novel intermediate" 
actually looks like.
